21 HE Magnanimity and - 
ew worthy reſolution of this 
our Engliſh nation,from 
$5en) timetotimeindureththe 
NY truetouch andtryalls of 
E SEX) the Sea in deepe cxtre- 
mity : EDS other Countryes (notonly 
admires thereat, but ties to the ſameadiſer- 
ued commendation; Amongſt many o- 
ther ſuch like Aduentures, Il amimboldened 
tocommitto your cenſure the Accidents of 
this our late voyage and returne from Zant 
into England, which happened as heeretol: 
loweth, 

Hauing at Zant, at the end of this laſt 
yeare finilhed our bulſines, and laden our 
Ship forEngland, being named are” 
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of London, of the burthen of fouretcenc 
ſcore Tun orthere about,hauing in theſame 
ſome 19. pieces of Ordinance, and 9, Mar- 
therers, Manned with 36. Men, and two 
Boycs, the Maifter thereof one MF. Nichols, 
a man of much skill, and proued experi- 
ence; who making for England, wee came 
from Zant the firſt of lanuary 1 6 16. the 
winde becing North and by Eaſt, when 
with a proſperous gale, by the'eyght day 
in the morning wee had ſight of thelland 
of Sardaine, the wind beeing then come 
weſterly, the ninth, in the morning , wee 
ſtood in for Callery, and at noone the winde 
being Southerly we came cloſe by the Tow- 
ers, where ſome two Leagues off wee made 
the fight, which day atnightthewind grow- 
ing calme, weſayled rowardsthe Cape, the 
tenth day wee had very little winde or none 
at all;till it wastwo of theclock inthe after- 
noone, which draue vs ſome 3. Leagues 
eaſtward from the Cape Pola: 'where we eſ- 
pied a Fleet of Ships vpon the maine of Ser- 


 4ine,ncer vntoa Road called Caltery, belon-

ging tothe Kingof Spaine, beingthe 12, of 
Ianuary ,' on. which day in, the mornings 
watch,about foure aftheclock,we had ſight 
of a Saile making from the Shore gowards 
vs, which draueintoour minds ſomedoubt 
and feare, and comming neere ynto vs wee 
eſpied it to be aSattie, which is a Ship much 
like vnto an Argoley, of a very OS bur- 
then and bignes qwhich perceiuing, weima- 
gined ſome moreShippes notto beefar off, 

whervpon our Maiſter ſent oneot our com, 
pany vpintothemainetop, wherehediſco- 
uered fiue Sayle of Ships one after another, 
comming vp before thewinde, being thi 
at Weſt,South weſt, whoinaproſpeRt 
perceived them to, bee the Turkes, Ne of 
Warre: Thefirſtof them booning| 

ſelfe before the winde,with his F TN : 
mainetop, and allis ſailesgallantly ſpreda- 
broad, after him camethe Admiral andthe 
Vice-Admirall, and after, thera two 

the Reare-Admirall and his fellow, Fas 
five in number, all well prepared for any 


taper ef orherree ,we immedi ay 
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made ready our Ordinance aud ſmall thot, 
and with no little relolution prepared 'our 
ſcluesto withſtand them,which being done, 
wee wentto prayer, andſoto dinner, where 
our Maſter gaue vs ſuch noble incourage- 
ment, thatour hearts euerthirſted to proue 
_theſuccelle, and beeing in readines for the 
_ fight, our Maſter went vppon the Poope, 

and waued his ſword threetimes, ſhaking ic 
with ſuch dauntles courageas if hee had al- 
ready wonthe vi&ory, this being done we 
ſeconded him with like forwardnes, where- 
vppon hee cauſed his Trumpets to ſound, 
which gaue vnto vs much more encourage- 
ment then before, and being within ſhot of 
them , our Maiſter commanded his Gunner 
to make his leuell, and ts ſhoote, which he 
did; but tnifled them all, at which the for- 
moſt of them bore vp apace, for he hadthe 
winde of vs, and returned as good as wee 
ſent, {o betwixt vs for a great time were a 
moſt fierce incounter , and hauing aduan- 
tage of ys by reaſon of the winde,about ele- 
ucn or twelue of the clocke they _—

board with one of theirShippes, which was 
of three hundred Tun ort =ubs Yonty and 
had in her 35. picces,of Ordinance, ands- 
bouttwo hundred and fifty men, the C: 
taine thereof was one alfngan » W 
ſcemed by his name tobe an Engliſh-man, 
and Admizall of the Flect, foro it ſignified 
by the Flagge in his maine top, having (as] 
£5td) boarded ourShip,heentred on theLar- 
bord quarter, where his men, ſome with ſa- 
bells which wee call Fauchins , ſomewith 
batchets, and ſome with halfe Pikes, where 
they ſtayd ſome halfe hower or thereabour, 
tearing vp our naileboords athe poop, 
and the trap hatch, but w 4 iNg.a mur- 
thererintheround houſe, kept the, Larbord 
ſide clegre, whilſt qur men with che other 
Ordinance andmuſquets plaid vppan their 
Shippes: yctforall tis th they paidourGalle- 
ry with {mall ſhot, in ch fort thatweſtood 
in great dangerto yceld,, butatlaft wee ſhot 
thern quite thorough and thorough , and 
they vs likewiſe, hutthey being afraid they 
ſhould have beene ſupkeby vs, break 
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of out Ship, and as he paſſed along wegaue 
them abroad ſide, that they were forced to 
lay by the ley, and to mend his leakes ; 
This fight continned two howers by our 
olafſe and better, and ſo neare the ſhoare, 
that the dwellers thereypon ſaw all the be- 
ginning andending, and what danger wee 
{tood in,'for vpon the ſhoare ſtood a little 
houſe, wherein was likewiſe turned aglaſle 
all thetimeduringthe fight which meaſured 
the howers as they paſſed, and this was Waſ- 

frghams part. 

' Now for Captaine Kelleyes Shippe, that 
camebkewiſc vp with his Flag in the maine 
top, andanother Ship -with his Flag in the 
fore top, which Shippes wereatleaſt three 

hundred runne apecce, and had in cachof 

them 25.pieces of Ordinance,and about two 

hundred and fifty men, fo they laid vs a- 

board on theStarbord quarter; and the o- 

ther ontheLarbord; where entringour ſhip 

thicke and threefold ,: with their ſerfiirets, 
hatchets,halfepikesatidother weapons pit 
vs.1n great danger both'of the lofle of our

Ship and our liucs, for they peiformed much 
manhood and many dangerous hazards, 
amongſt which there was one oftheir com- 
pany , that deſperately went vp into; our 
mainetop to terch downe our Flag, which 
being ſpied by the Steward of our Ship, pre- 
ſently ſhot him with his Muſquer that hee 
fc]! headlong into the Sea, leauing the Flag 
behind him, fo theſerwo (hips foughe with 
vs with greatreſojution, playing vppon.vs 
with ther Ordinance and ſmall thor, forthe 
ſpace ofan howeranda halfe; of whom wee 
recciued ſome hurt, and likewiſe they of vs; 
but when they ſaw they could:not.prenaile; 
nor any way makevste yeeld, they bore vp 
and paſſed from vs to lay theit ſhips bythe 
lee toſtoptheir leaks, for we had griewoully 
tortie and-battered' them with our grear 
Ordinance, aid this wastheſecond atternpe

of Captaine Kelleyes ſhips of two 
had 2+. picces of Ordinance, and at theleaft 
” two 
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twohundred menall wellprouided as might 
bee, which was as weerhoughttoo great a 
number for vs, being fofewein our thippe,, 
but. Godthat was our triend;, gaue* vs ſuch 
firength and ſuccellethat they little preuat- 
ledagainſt vs, forattheirfirſt comming vp, 
norwnliſtanding alltcheir multitude of men, 
welſhotthe one of them quight thorough 
andthorough ,and laid him likewiſe by 6 
lee, as wee had done the others before, but 
theother (hip remaining , laid vs aboardon 
theſtarboard ſide,-and in that. quarter they: 
entcred our ſhippewiththeir Semiters, Faur 
chions; haltePikes and other Weapons, runs 
ningtocandfroyponthedeck,crying ſtil in 
the Turkiſh tongue. yeeld your. ſelues, yecld 
your ſelucs ;,pronuling weeſhould bee well 
vicd; and hauepartot gurgoods delivered 
backe;; with ſuch likefaire, promiſes: but 
weegiueing no care vntathemytood fiifie 
inourdefence,: choſingrathetto die, then 
toyecld; as itis (till the, nature. and condi. 
tion.of all.Epgliſhmen , and beeing:thus 
relolued x; ifomept Wt men plied; our: Or- 
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dinance againſt them, ſome played with 
the imall thot, ſomewith other weapans 
as ſwords, and halfe Pikes and ſuch like, 
in middeſt of which skirmilh, it ſo hap- 
pened by ill chance that our Shippe was 
fired, and in great:danger to bee loſt and 
caſt away, bad not the Lord in; his mer- 
cy prelcrucd vs, and ſeat vs meanes hap- 
pily to quench it, but now. marke the 
accident, the fier being perceiued by our 
enemies to burneoutragiouſly , and Hink- 
ing thatour Shippe would haue therewith 
beene ſodainly burned to the water, they 
left vs to our fortunes ,/ falling a ſterne of 
from vs , and ſo wee puttothe ſhoarevn- 
der the little houſe, tor ſome: ſuccour, 
where wee let an Anchor fall thinkeing to 
ride there all that night', which, wee had 
no ſoonerdone, but wee ſaw another Ship 
beare vpon vs, wherevponwee were fore 
frighted and fo forced to {et ouri Anchor 
flippe and fo ſce ſayle to gerte better 
ſuccour putting into the road betwoene 
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A Fight at Sea. 
thetwo little houſes where we lay fiue dayes, 
mending the bruiſcs andleakes of our thip.: 
the loſſes wereceiued inthe aforeſaid fight, 
were {ixe Men and one Boy, which were 
killed outright, and there wore hurt eyghe 
men and one boy more: but the Lord doth 
know what damage weput them to, & what 
number weſlew in their (hips. 

The Maiſter of our Shippebecing atthe 
Helme, was ſhot twife betwixt the legges: 
Andthe Chirurgion dreſſing the wounds of 
oneof our men, a Ball of Wildfrre fell inta 
his Baſon which hee ſodainly calt into the 
Sea,otherwiſe ithad greatly indangered vs, 
The Turkes were aboard and foungedtheir 
Trumpets, yet notwithſtanding, our men 
aflaulted/ rhem ſo fiercely, thatthey forced 
th-amoft, and the Boſon (ſceingthemflye) 
mo! yndantedly with a whiſtle blourd the 
totheskirmiſh, if ſo they durſt; The Cap- 
taines of threeof their Shippes were Engliſh 
men,whotgoke part wichthe Turks thus to 
rob and ſpoyle wppan the Ocean, ' their 
names were 1Wa/finghamt, Kelley, and Sampſon. 

Vpon 
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Vponthe 13 of latwary there cameabeard 
certaine Spaniards in the morning betimes, 
to witnes what hurts wee had receiued, who 
ſeeing our men dead , went aſhore wita vs, 
and thewed vs where weemight bury them 
but as wee were buſjcin making their graues 
and couering the bedics with/ earth, there 
came ſayling by a Flemiſh Ship. of twclue- 
ſcore tunne, which had in it fomefiye or fix 
thoufand pounds, which had beene chafed 
with thoſe men of warthat had fought with 
vs before, all which moneythey broughtin 
along Boate: to. the ſhoare, 306. left mn the 
Shippe oneliecke men, which were 14. 54t 
lers and x Boyes, that afterwards within two | 
daies brought the ſaid (ſhippeintq the Road, 
not => thinge atall indangergds;; God bee

* Yo the 15 ofthe ſame Manth,whenwe 
camefromuheburying at ourmen and had 
reſtedovr ſeluesin 0.41 ſhippe forme two.ar 
three houres, as God wowld haye it;the wind 
\begaa tablowa firang gale,andby little agd 
title; grewe teatirible tempeſt, through 
a - B 3 which 
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which from Sunday'nighttill Friday in the 
euening , weelay in ſuchextremity of wea- 
ther,as raine,winde,lightening,and thunder 
that wee thought wee ſhould neuer hauegot 
cleere from the Road where we lay: during 
which ſtorme and tempeſt there dyed one of 
our men, that had þeene hurt-in thefight, 
whoſe body weecaſt ouerbord, intothe ſea, 
without any other buriall, and fo when the 
wind and ſeaa little calmed, wee ſet vp faile 
and came forward: but within three , dayes 
after wee buried three men more in the Sea, 
andthe ſame afrernoone wee artiued inthe 
Road of Callery , andlay atanchor, where 
againe ſearching our Ship, wee found it rent 
and torne in foureſeuerall places, onein the 
gur-roome , another berweene the deckes, 
the third in theskercridge, and che fourth in 
the maiſters ndbaas ſoin Callery wee 


- mended our Ship, and hired cercaine men 


thereto helpe vs to ſtop her leaks, and ha- 
uing all thinges moſt fiting for our Voyage 
homewards, vppon the 30.day of Ianuary 
wee committed our fortunes againe vntorhe 
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Sea, and ſo leauing Callery wee came fore- 
ward witha Frenchman , who was bound 
to. a place called Ortione./ + ſome thir- 
ty Leagues from Gallery , where after two 
dayes wee left his company, beeing che firſt 
day of February, and afterttiat putting fore- 
vey ſtill rowards- 
by the will of Godmoft afely ariued, 
and. our Sbippe after ſo many ouer- 
paſſed dangers, receiucdiintothe 
T7 hames, neere Loyudonto the 
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
